2. Based on applicant's arguments (pages 7-1 1 ) field on IVIarch 1 9, 2008, 
with respect to claims 1-10 have been fully considered and are persuasive. As a 

result the art rejection of claims 1-10 have been withdrawn. Therefore, claims 1- 
1 1 are allowable. 

3. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The 
prior art independently or in combination fails to teach or suggest, method, 
computer program and system of visualizing image data relating to examination 
of a subject comprises (a) that analyzes the image to automatically select one or 
more of the appropriate protocols based on the image data in dependence of the 
anatomy part present and/or the purpose of the examination performed in 
combination into other features and elements of claims 1 and 10; (b) a portion 
configured to select one or more appropriate protocols from a set of predefined 
protocols defining visualizing techniques to be applied to the image data in 
dependence of the anatomy part present and/or the purpose of the 

medical examination performed in combination into other features and elements 
of claim 11.
